FOUR OF HIS WINS WERE IN RECORD TIME IN AMERICA 


The impact of Argentine-bred race horses on American 
racing has been extreme. Probably more important Ameri- 
can races have been won by South American horses in the 
last decade than won by horses from any other continent 
ina similar length of time. *Beautiful II made his con- 
tribution, too. In the stud he has limited opportunities but 
has shown a capacity to get a high percentage of consistent 
winners. 


In 10 starts at 3 and 4 in Argentina, *Beautiful was in 
the money in all races. He won 6 times, was second twice, 
and third once. Imported to America by L. B. Mayer, *Beau- 
tiful If won the Meadowland Handicap—on the turf—at 
Washington Park. In this 1% mile race, *Beautiful II set 
anew track record in 2:03%5. The son of Magnax set an- 
other new record at 1!15 miles (1:45) on the same course, 
which was later lowered by Take Wing to 1:44 and then 
equalled again by *Beautiful II. The Argentine also set a 
new track record at Hollywood Park for a mile in 1:3644— 
which lasted for six years. *Beautiful II won 15 races, in-

cluding six handicaps ranging in distances from seven fur- 
longs to 1% miles. 


The pedigree of *Beautiful II is an outstanding “sire” 
pedigree. For one thing he descends from the St. Simon sire 
line—which is staging a revival all over the world these 
days—and he is out of a daughter of the top class race mare 
Black Beauty, winner of the Argentina 1,000 Guineas and 
second in Gran Premio Nacional (Argentina’s greatest race). 
Beauty is also dam of the clasico winner Fulbeauty (Premio 
Omego, Premio Barroquilla, third in Gran Premio Nacional). 


In *Beautiful II’s first crop to race there was the one 
foal, the 18-time winner Ray Don. From his second came six 
starters, of which five won, including Beam O’Light (8 wins), 
Maripam (3 wins), Texas Reward (4 wins), La Bu-Te and 
Beecee. His third crop, now 4-year-olds, include 7 starters, 
of which these five have won: Beautiful Jane (7 wins), 
Clearbrook (4 wins), Beau’s Dream (3 wins), Pampas Beauty 
(2 wins) and Logo. He also had out the two time 2-year- 
old winner Carmelette in 1952.

‘Windy City Il Entering Stud; 
The Annual Calumet Handicap 


Los ANGELES 


Less than a week after he was officially 
declared from the Santa Anita Handicap, 
announcement was made that * Windy City 
Il will enter stud almost immediately at 
the Sunnyslope Farm of Dr. Frank Porter 
Miller. in Riverside. 


I have written a lot about *Windy City 
I]. and all of it has been flattering. The 
Irish invader is a fascinating colt, and, I 
believe, potentially one of the fastest horses 
I've ever seen. He started only four times 
in this country, all of his races here being 
at Santa Anita Park last winter. 


He looked rather helpless in his first 
race, then won the seven-furlong San Ga- 
briel Stakes in a brilliant show of speed 
that left Hill Gail stranded as though he 
had suddenly dropped an anchor. * Windy 
City Il was not quite as good for the San 
Felipe Handicap, but he won it anyway 
under 126 pounds, with Indian Land (118) 
second. Marcador (114) third, and Hill 
Gail. which had considerable trouble. far 


back in the field. In his last race, *Windy 
City II finished second to Hill Gail in the 
Santa Anita Derby and pulled up lame. 

The races were enough to convince me 
*Windy City II was, or is, a great horse. 
He accomplished so much in so little time 
there is no telling how fine he might have 
been had he remained sound. 


A few weeks after the Santa Anita 
Derby, *Windy City II was fired for osse- 
let trouble, and Trainer Willie Alvarado 
had every hope of bringing him back to 
the races this winter. But hard luck has 
been running as an entry with him ever 
since his arrival in this country. Shortly 
before the opening of the current season 
at Santa Anita, *Windy City II grabbed 
a quarter in a workout, wounding his leg 
just enough to cause him to miss a few 
drills. He had just returned to hard train- 
ing when he bowed in his right fore leg. 
The leg is now in a cast. 

*Windy City II will be bred to 10 mares, 
five of them owned by Dr. Miller, this sea- 
son. Next season his book will be increased 
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to 20, with breeders signing up for a three- 
year period. Although *Windy City II is 
still owned by Gus Luellwitz, his book is 
being handled by Dr. Miller, who will have 
to approve every mare booked to the 
speedy son of Wyndham. 

“It’s a sure way to make a lot of 
enemies.” Dr. Miller theorizes. He hasn’t 
set *Windy City II’s fee for next season 
yet. but estimates it will be about $2,000. 

In announcing the stud career of *Windy 
City II. Dr. Miller told Turf writers at

The Basic Principles of Wound Treatment} ‘ 
The Application of Heat and Cold—The Use of Liniments, Blisters, Poultices, ; 
Firing, Irradiation, X-Rays, and Other Means of Assisting Nature : 
AVING COVERED the mechanics of wound healing. it 3 

would perhaps be of interest to consider some of the basic 
principles of different types of treatment. 


In treating tissue injury we are. in fact. attempting to over- 
come or prevent inflammation. The word inflammation. when 
taken at its actual meaning. can signify a quite serious and 
complex situation. As set forth by the medical dictionary. in- 
flammation is the condition into which tissues enter as a reac- 
tion to irritation. Inflammation is characterized by pain. heat. 
and swelling. and histologically by hyperemia (increased circu- 
lation), stasis (congestion). changes in the blood and in the 
walls of small vessels. and by various exudations. 

Wherever we encounter tissue damage. there we will find 
some degree of inflammation, In some instances the injury is 
purely physical. such as in the case of bruises, strains. sprains, 
etc. Also the inflammatory process may be complicated by in- 
fection such as we see in “graveled” horses or in those suffering 
deep puncture wounds that become infected. Finally, all dis- 
ease-producing bacteria cause an irritation somewhere in the 
body and, as stated. inflammation is the body’s reaction. Thus 
we see simple colds, pneumonia, and various inflammatory 
proccesses of the digestive tract as examples. AT TIME 

Before going further it is important that we understand one 
basic fact about inflemmation: We stated that it was the reaction NORMAL SECTION OF INJURY 
of tissue to irritation (injury). This statement is sufficient for 
the person with a medical background. but for the horseman we 
must state simply and clearly that it is also Nature’s own treat- 
ment for all diseases, the only variation being in the degree in 
which it is applied. Inflammation is a good thing—not bad—as. 
some people seem to believe. 

In our work with horses we have learned to use Nature to 
eood advantage (to us if not the horses) in the care of many 
inflammatory conditions encountered while training them. The 
techniques employed are basical!y variations of artificially pro- 
duced inflammation. As in some phases of racing. the prime 
consideration is speed. Time is all-important: consequently. 
while we cannot hope to improve en the efficiency of Nature in 
repairing a given injury we do attempt. often with Cisastrous 
results, to do a comparable job in much less time. 

In order to have a clear understanding of the purpose of 
some of the treatments to be mentioned later. we can select an 
imaginary injury and observe some of the actual changes that 
take place in the affected tissues. Suppose we take for our 
example a simple muscle strain. 

The instant such an injury occurs. Nature goes to work 
on the repair job. Pain is perhaps the first symptom noticed. 
and it serves two purposes, First. it immediately restricts move- 
ment. thus preventing further injury. Second. it stimulates in- 
creased circulation to the area, which results in the production 
of the two remaining cardinal signs of inflammation—heat and 
swelling. With the increase in circulation. the blood vessels 
in the area become distended (enlarged). and since a greater : 
volume of bleod is coming to the tissues than can be wise TISSUE REACTION HEALED (REPAIRED) 
carried away by veins, we see the development of a congested (INFLAMMATI ON) INJURY 


capillary network that causes blood plasma. containing prac-

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tically all of the constituents of blood other than red cells, to 
be foreed through the capillary walls throughout the injured 
tissue. Pain. swelling and heat (fever) are increased to the 
minimum, depending upon the extent of tissue damage and 
outside interference. Such is Nature’s method of treating 
inflammation, 

Pain forces restricted use or action. Swelling tends to 
immobilize the part further. and ' eat indicates that an increased 
blood supply is furnishing whetever is required to repair the 
tissucs. Given sufficient time. a complete and effective recovery 
can be expected without any cssistance whatsoever. This is the 
basis for what is coniained on the following few pages. Horse- 
men. meaning owners and trainers. in many instances feel they 
cannot wait for the iime required by natural processes. and in 
an cllort to save time and expense they turn to their veterin- 
arian for help in speeding up the repair job. 

Detailed description of treatments will not be attempted 
here. However. a brief coverage of some basic types of treat- 
ment will help to explain the “why” of treatments often pre- 
scribed by veterinarians and even some of those routine “tricks 
of the trade” that horsemen use as a matter of custom. Varia- 
tions are numerous in the application of each type, but the 
end result. or at least the result hoped for. is essentially the 
same in all instances. 


COLD. Of the physical treatments commonly used, we 
can mention the application of cold, heat, and the use of 
massage. 

Cold is ordinarily applied by the use of ice packs. cold 
packs. or cold-water bandages. Another method is “showering” 
or directing cold water directly from a hose connection to the 
part being treated. So-called “cooling lotions” are quite 
useful in certain types of injuries. Such preparations contain 
chemicals that lower the temperature of the water in which 
they are dissolved and promote a cooling sensation in the skin 
and underlying tissues. 

The action of cold applications includes (1) Constriction 
of peripheral blood-vessels (small arteries. capillaries. and 
veins). This results in a decreased blood volume circulating in 
the treated area. (2) A lowered tissue metabolism reduces 
the exchange of fluids and gases (oxygen. etc.) between the 
circulating blood and the tissues. These two factors taken to- 
gether produce the effect we are primarily interested in—the 
prevention or reduction of swelling at the site of injury. In 
the discussion of inflammation as a body reaction to injury. we 
learned this was basically heat. pain. and swelling. Following a 
legical procedure then. we could assume that immediate appli- 
cation of cold to such an injury would. by lowering the tissue 
temperature and reducing circulation and limiting movement. 
have exactly the opposite action of natural inflammation, thus 


preventing the swelling that naturally follows such tissue 
damage. 


HEAT. Application of heat to living tissue. as may be 
expected. has the opposite effect of the cold applications. 

On the application of heat to tissue we expect to see (1). 
A relaxation of the peripheral arteries. capillaries. and veins. 
with an increase in the volume of circulating blood in the area 
treated. (2). This is accompanied by an increase in the fluid 
exchange between the blood and tissues. (3). An increase in 
the activity of the white blood cells in combatting disease or- 
ganisms (phagocytosis) is also an important result of heat 
application to injured tissues. 

\fter studying the basic changes that these two types of 
treatment produce within the tissues. we can readily understand 
why the applications used immediately following an injury 
(sprain or strain) should be cold not hot. Likewise. cold appli- 
cations to an injury several days old. that has reached its maxi- 
mur degree of heat and swelling. will be of little value. Follow- 
ing the cold applications (24 hours to several days duration) 
or on chronic inflammation of old injuries. hot applications are 
indicated to stimulate removal of accumulated fluids in tissues 
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Bowed tendon after natural 
healing.

(swelling). which tends to allay pain. Also any infection present 
is taken care of by action of the white blood cells that are 
supplied through an increase in the circulation. Increased cir- 
culation is extremely important in instances where antibiotics 
or sulfonamides are being acministered to control infection in 
a wound. More blood gives a higher concentration of the drug 
where it is needed most. 

The usual methods of applying heat to a localized area 
include “tubbing.” such as the actual ssaking of a foot or ankle 
in a tub or bucket of hot water. Higher injuries are reached 
by pouring the hot water over them with a smaller container, 
and letting the water drain back to the tub to be re-used. Knees 
and hocks are conveniently treated in this manner. 

Parts of the body not accessible to tubbing may be treated 
with a hot compress. A piece of cloth. preferably heavy woolen 
material. is soaked in hot water. wrung out and applied to the 
area to be treated (“steamer”). It may be covered with a dry 
cloth to help retain heat, and must be renewed as soon as it 
cools. “Moist” heat is more effective in predueng hyperemia 
(increased circulation) in tissue then other forms of surface heat. 
It requires time and patience. but gives excellent results when 
used properly. Combining the use of liniment and massage with 
hot compresses produces especially good results. 


Hot antiphlogistine and various poulticing agents such as 
flax-seen, bran. etc.. are other methods of applying moist heat. 


Massage should be mentioned as an aid to hot and cold 


applications. It is especially helpful in stimulating circulation 
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Injecting anesthetic prior to firing operation. 


during and following hot applications, and helps remove 
swelling. 


POULTICES. The pouitice is a widely used and very 
efficient treatment used in localizing wound infections or pro- 
ducts of tissue damage that must be drained from the injured 
area. Many horsemen use a poultice without stopping to think 
of how it produces this action. It is such an old and time-tried 
treatment that he knows it will produce results. Examples of 
poultices are the flax-seed, bran, oatmeal, and antiphlogistine 
used as hot applications on hoof infections or infected injuries 
of the legs. The well known mustard poultice is still widely 
used in the treatment of pneumonia in horses. Icthyol ointment 
has an excellent poulticing action on infected glands and- in 
puncture wounds of the foot. 

The working principle of the poultice is basically that of 
continuous heat application. By increasing the blood supply to a 
given area, the poultice aids in getting a plentiful supply of 
the natural defensive agents of the body localized where infec- 
tion is present. This results in the formation of an abscess that 
ruptures to the outside or is opened by surgical means and the 
contents discharged, Healing is generally rapid and free from 
complications. 


LINIMENTS. Liniment represents another form of mild 
heat-through-irritation application. There are a great many 
liniments. official and non-official preparations, and each horse- 
man has a favorite of his own. With few exceptions all of 
them, combined with the massaging required to apply them, 
owe their usefulness to the circulatory stimulation they produce. 
Most liniments promote a warming sensation in the area used; 
indeed, some will actually blister if applied too energetically. 
Some contain belladonna or chloroform and have value for re- 
lieving local pain. 

Generally speaking, liniments are useful in minor strains 
and sprains, pulled muscles, etc. Strong liniments should not 
be applied to areas at the time of extensive tissue damage, 
since they tend to aggravate an already acute condition. They 
may be used later with good results. 


BLISTERS. Blistering agents are used extensively in the 
treatment of unsoundnesses in race horses. As a class, these 
preparations are strong tissue irritants. Some are used in a 


liquid form and are popularly known as “paints;” others are 
put in an ointment base and are rubbed into the skin manually, 
When applied to the skin, these agents cause irritation that 
results in the accumulation of fluid under the epidermis (be. 
tween the two layers of the skin) that we know as a blister, 
The epidermis finally dies and sloughs away (scurf) as a new 
layer is formed. The concentration of the blistering agent and 
the time it is allowed to act will determine the degree of 
blistering. All of these preparations depend on their irritant 
qualities for their action. Most of our liniments contain such 
drugs as chloroform, camphor, eucalyptol. ether. aconite, turpen- 
tine, or methy salicylate to produce their mild irritant action. 
Leg paints or absorbents depend on such drugs as iodine, mer- 
curic chloride or sodium iodide in an alcoholic solution for 
their mild-to-medium blistering action. Red iodide of mercury, 
eantharadis. or a combination of the two in an ointment base 
are representative of the more severe blistering agents. 

So-called internal blisters are sometimes employed in the 
treatment of the same general conditions. These make use of 
the same chemical agents used in the external blisters but in 
a concentration and solution that may be injected under the 
skin or into deeper muscle tissues with a hypodermic syringe 
and needle. 


FIRING. Firing (therapeutic cautery) is a widely used 
form of counter-irritant treatment for lameness, weakness, de- 
formities, or imaginary ailments of the race horse. It supposedly 
is the strongest form of counter-irritant treatment, and in com- 
bination with a suitable leg paint or vesicant blister, is the 
popular treatment of the more severe type of training ailments 
such as bowed tendons, osselets, “popped knees,” etc. Splints 
and ring-bones or any form of exostosis (extra bone formation) 
also are fired. The relative merits of firing as an effective treat- 
ment will bring forth many divergent opinions among horsemen 
and veterinarians. Most will agree that it is very effective in 
the treatment of bone trouble such as splints, ring bone or 
osselets. but there the agreement seems to end. Those who advo- 
cate firing for other ailments such as we have already mentioned 
will generally insist that adequate rest is essential to insure 
success of the firing operation. 


Where blistering agents generally do not penetrate through 
the skin. the cautery point frequently does. In fact, in the treat- 
ment of bony growths. the periostium (bone covering) is 
penetrated. 


IRRADIATION. A discussion of such treatment must in- 
clude the use of radiant heat (heat lamps), short wave, micro- 
wave. and x-ray therapy. These forms of treatment are ex- 
tensively used in human fields but have not found as much 
favor in the treatment of horses. 

The heat lamp can be very useful in the treatment of 
minor muscular strains and is a valuable aid to liniment and 
massage in such cases. 

After World War II. micro-wave equipment became avail- 
able to the public as well as to the medical profession. At the 
present time there are indications that such treatment has sur- 
vived the “fad” stage. It has found a useful place in the stables 
of trainers who realize its limitations and are willing to apply 
it in an effective manner over a period of time that is reasonable 
for such treatment. 

Yecent experimental work indicates that x-ray therapy 
administered by a qualified person in adequate amounts is very 
effective as an aid in overcoming unfavorable tissue changes 
due to injury. Beneficial results have been noted both in bone 
and soft tissue repair, and some chronic infectious processes 
have yielded to x-ray therapy. 

Short-wave therapy, while not new to treatment of lameness, 
has not proven practical in this field. 

After a superficial study of these general forms of treat- 
ment. let us try to draw a conclusion or two that will serve for 
the whole group. 

Disregarding the cold applications for the moment, we can

see that all the other forms of treatment are human attempts 
to produce Nature’s own remedy, inflammation, in some degree. 
Further, we understand that in order to produce such an in- 
flammatory reaction we must treat the tissues in such a manner 
that they are irritated, sometimes mildly so and in other in- 
stances to the extent of third-degree burns. Now, add to these 
observations the basis of all first-aid treatment for tissue injury 
—the frantic effort to prevent or allay the body’s own reaction 
to injury—inflammation. 

At this stage the person given to logical thinking is apt 
to be found with a rather puzzled expression. For such persons 
we will attempt to supply a logical explanation and justify the 
treatment used. 

Since we must admit we cannot actually improve on Na- 
ture’s results in tissue repair, we must base both the explan- 
ation and justification on one thing—time. As mentioned earlier, 
the time element is all-important in returning an injured horse 
to the races. Since most top performers must do their racing in 
two, three, or at the most four years, a lay-up of a year or 
more waiting for a bowed tendon to repair satisfactorily is 
somewhat longer than most owners are willing to wait. It is 
also most desirable for cheaper horses to take as short a con- 
valescence as possible for obvious reasons. 

Why do we attempt to prevent the natural tissue reaction 
to injury at the beginning? 

In most instances when a horse “bows.” his trainer as- 
sumes that an attempt will be made to return him to racing as 
soon as practically possible. He knows that the treatment will, 
in all probability, consist of firing and blistering, and he realizes 
that before such treatment can be started the inflammatory pro- 
cess resulting from the injury must be resolved. If firing or 
blistering is initiated on tissues already showing acute inflam- 
matory changes, the cellular destruction and accumulated toxic 
products actually are more than the available blood supply can 
handic. This results in dangerous sloughing, adhesions, excessive 
scar-tissue formation, and the permanent destruction of hair 
follicles. 

By immobilizing the affected leg as effectively as possible 
and applying cold-water bandages or ice packs for 24 to 48 
hours. the trainer is able to prevent much of the swelling and 
soreness that would result without such treatment. In a few 
days. with the aid of snug bandages or a plaster cast on the 
leg. the horse can be moved to the farm for further treatment 
and rest without undue aggravation to the injured tendon. 

\ithin a few weeks all except a severe injury will be 
ready for the counter-irritant treatment. It is realized at this 
stage that even though the fever, soreness, and perhaps most 
of the swelling have disappeared, the part is not fully healed 
and is weakened to the extent that the slightest strain would 
re-injure it. The healing process is still going on, but rather 


slowly, and in what is known as a chronic stage. This chronic 
inflammatory process is now converted to a very acute process 
by the intense irritation resulting from the blistering agent or 
the firing iron. While the actual site of the original injury is 
not reached, it is hoped that the reaction of the tissues sur- 
rounding it will result in a like reaction at the injury level. 
Thus by forcing Nature to produce a reaction in these tissues 
that would never occur under normal circumstances, it is rea- 
soned that sustaining the maximum reaction over a period of 
two or three weeks will stimulate the same degree of tissue 
repair that would ordinarily require several months. 
Now we come to the most important phese of any blistering 
or firing operation—the rest period. The counter-irritant type 
of treatment is not constructive in any sense of the word. In 
fact. it is definitely destructive in nature. It Coes not strengthen 
—it weakens. It is a means to an end. and may be thought of 
much in the same light as the welding of a piece of. steel. 
The application of the torch and the heating of the metal 
does not strengthen the weld; it simply is a means of getting 
the “tissues” to unite at the joint. As the intense heat is dis- 
sipated, the metal cools to its former state of hardness and 
toughness. While the time element is greatly different, the 
principle involved is much the same. The firing or blistering 
serves as the instrument for concentrating the substances of re- 
pair (supplied by the tissues themselves) at the desired loca- 
tien. Time is then required for the repair. not only of the 
original injury being treated. but for restoration of tissues 
destroyed by the treatment. Unless sufficient time is allowed 
for this. the repair job will not stand un.

A son of *Nasrullah. standing at 
Claiborne Farm in Kentucky, is at the top 
of the 2-year-old handicap, Nearula ran 
only twice during the In his first 
start he was beaten easily by Whistler in 
the Coventry Stakes. and in the second he 
won the Middle Park Stakes. the most 
influential race in the determination of 
year-end ranking. 

However, when the five-pound al- 
lowance is taken into account, three fillies 
actually are ranked higher than the Mid- 
dle Park winner. Of these. J. S. Gerber’s 
Bebe Grande had the most brilliant record. 
She won eight of her nine races. beating 
colts as well as fillies. and was second 
in the other, beaten a short head (English 
for a nose). Fred Armstrong. well known 
in the U. S. and other countries because 
of his regular winter visits abroad, is her 
trainer. Rated even with Bebe Grande at 
131 pounds is the Aga Khan's Neemah. 
winner of two of her three races. including 
the one-mile Royal Lodge Stakes at Ascot. 
She is bythe young sire Migoli. which is 
by Bois Roussel out of Mah Iran. by

THE WACK TROPHY, The letter from 
John de Blois Wack was long, amusing, 
and provocative. He had read the text of 
my speech presenting evidence of the su- 
periority of good race mares as producers 
and indicating at least a sort of helpless- 
ness in selecting broodmare prospects ac- 
cording to pedigree. “I accept your statis- 
tics gratefully and without question and 
your conclusions from them seem to fol- 
low logically. And yet I would not follow 
your recommendation one hundred _ per 
cent. Even if I could afford to buy a band 
of broodmares each with a high racing 
index—a stakes winner or of stakes class— 
I could not still bring myself to discard 
certain other mares without giving them 
a chance to show what they can produce. 

“If you succeed in establishing proven 
racing class as a requirement for all 
broodmares you may improve the breed, 
but you'll also decimate it and you'll deci- 
mate the number of breeders too. There

won't be enough left to take sides in a 
controversy such as you started as far as 
I'm concerned when you said in effect, and 
with a straight face. too, that pedigree is 
not an important criterion for the selec- 
tion of breeding stock.” 

There follows a fanciful little drama in 
which I advise Alfred Vanderbilt to shoot 
Next Move because her probable progeny 
index is only 3.0267948. and several breed- 
ers are trampled in the rush to prevent 
the shooting. (“Pelion on Ossa. Leslie on 
Eslie!”’ ) 


“I suspect.” Mr. Wack continues, “that 


there must be many other groups of 
broodmare prospects which would also 


compare favorably with an average group 
and some such groups might even compare 
favorably with one composed of top race 
mares 

“IL would like to see you in another an- 
alysis compare your group of top winning 
mares with their own unraced or non- 
winning sisters half-sisters. 

“How about also comparing your group 
with one composed of moderate winners, 
non-winners, and non-starters from great 
families, families tracing back to Admir- 
ation. Sceptre, Conjure, and mares of that 
kind? [ll admit the comparison would be 
purely academic because no one in his 
right mind is ever going to destroy descend- 
ants of the great families without giving 
them a chance at the stud. 


“Why not also compare your group with 
mares who showed promise in training but 
met with injuries before being able to 
prove their worth? Such a mare. for 
example, is our own Tirl, the dam of 
Tonga. who won a couple of good stakes 
for us. 

“Then. Joe. take those classifications 
and compare each of them with a so-called 
average group and see if you can't come 
up with respectable index figures for the 
kinds of mares the average breeder can 
afford. 

“Remember. Joe. that if you succeed in 
turning the average broodmare into a 
non-broodmare. you may also turn the 
average breeder into a non-breeder, Then 
the non-breeders might become a_non- 
reader—of THe BtLoop-Horse. Then you 
would become a non-writer. Joe, and a 
non-biter of the hands that feed you as 
they shell out for your weekly periodical 
of horse arithmetic and conclusions there- 
from. It is a sequence too dreadful to 


contemplate. 
“One thing more, Joe. and then Tl 
subside. Just for the hell of it, let’s take 


a batch of mares each with a racing index 
of point zero something or thereabouts 
and compare them as broodmares with an 
equal number from your list of great race 
mares. We'll pretend it’s a horse race. [ll 
ride the slow mares. You ride the fast 
ones and do the fast figuring. The group 
of mares with the best progeny is to win 
the Wack Trophy. a magnificent gold 
horseshoe with diamond-headed nails. I will 
hold it in blueprint form as trustee for 
the winner.” 

Friend John then picks his mounts in 
this race. and is all over the place. on 
Marguerite, the dam of Gallant Fox, 
Fighting Fox, and Petee-Wrack:; Dancing 
Dora, dam of Prince Simon; Staunton, 
dam of *Windy City II; Painted Vale. 
dam of Musidora: Huntress. dam of Big 
Dipper; Queen of Baghdad. dam of *Noor; 
Orlamonde. dam of Scratch; Terka. dam 
of Tantieme: Tourzima. dam of Corejada; 
Entreaty, dam of *Phar Lap: Gazza, dam 
of Delta. Midway. and Deep*River: Pan- 
oramic. dam of Honeymoon and Pedigree; 
Dustwhirl. dam of Whirlaway and Reap- 
ing Reward: Hildene. dam of Hill Prince:

Florida’s Untropical Clime: 
Oil Capitol’s Stout Finish 


MIAMI 


Leave us face it—betting and attend- 
ance figures are running far below expec- 
tations at Hialeah Park. It’s no catastro- 
phe, however; there is no panic. The early 
predictions made by John C. Clark, Hia- 
leah’s genial president, simply have not 
materialized during the first third of the 
40-day session. Clark had rosily predicted 
a 10 per cent increase in betting and a 
10 per cent attendance bulge over last 
winter’s meeting. which in itself was a 
record-breaker for the track beautiful. It 
was a prediction logically arrived at, 
since Tropical Park showed a boomish 
trend, and Santa Anita’s meeting and the 
one at New Orleans’ Fair Grounds are 
moving along to record marks this winter. 

“There is nothing I can do about the 
weather or the mutuel play,” Clark said 
after he was asked to comment upon the 
disappointing returns registered to date. 
“But we are not disturbed. We are still 
providing the best racing of any winter 
schedule, racing, as a matter of fact, that 
can stand comparison in the sense of qual- 
ity with any major track operating winter 
or summer in New York, California, New 
England, Maryland, or New Jersey.” 

Whether or not the meeting surpasses 
the financial gains of 1952, Clark and his 
associates are going ahead diligently with 
plans to construct a new $2,000,000 club 
house for 1954, plans for which have been 
under way for some time. The construction 
work on the new edifice will start as soon 
as the current session closes on March 3. 


The Chamber of Commerce may throw 
a cordon of sleuths around us for saying 
this, but the truth is that the weather this 
winter has been lousy. No fewer than five 
cold spells have hit this normally warm 
and sunny area since November. and be- 
sides this there has been an abnormal fall 
of rain. With this kind of weather working 
against it, one can readily understand why 
Hialeah’s meeting has not been getting the 
crowds or the heavy betting days it ex- 
pected to draw. The tipoff came last Fri- 
day, when the handle fell below the mil- 
lion-dollar mark at Hialeah for the first 
time since 1951. It was the result of a 
severe tropical storm, which flooded the 
area and turned the track into a mess of 
slop, whittling the fields by scratches, 
and attracting only the hardiest of the 
horse players to the rainswept course. 
Heavy rains also spoiled things the fol- 
lowing day. 


THE RIVALS. Meanwhile, the tempo of 
competition reserved for candidates for 
the $100,000 Flamingo, the $50,000 Mc- 
Lennan, the $25,000 Black Helen and the 
$100,0000 Widener—Hialeah’s four big 
specials of the winter—is stepping up 
sharply. 

We have not yet seen Mrs. Walter M. 
Jeffords’ One Count, the 3-year-old king 
and “Horse of the Year” in 1952, in action 
here, but perhaps the brilliant son of 
Count Fleet will be among the starters in 
the McLennan on Saturday, February 7. 
The McLennan, at a mile and a furlong, 
has drawn all of the top Widener candi- 
dates. In addition to One Count. the prob- 
ables include Charfran Stable’s Crafty 
Admiral, highweight at 129 pounds; Wil- 
liam G. Helis Jr.'s Spartan Valor, 128; 
George D. Widener’s Battlefield, 122; the 
Hampton Stable’s Alerted, 120; Mrs. E. 
Kendall Weil’s Ken, 117, and Hasty House 
Farm’s Oil Capitol, 115 pounds. One Count 
was assigned 126 pounds. 

Crafty Admiral, Spartan Valor, Battle- 
field, Ken, and Oil Capitol have already 
distinguished themselves this winter, while 
Alerted seems to have trouble attaining 
the form that brought him so much success 
in 1952. There appears little doubt the 
outcome of the McLennan will provide the 
advance favorite for the Widener on Feb- 
ruary 21. 

Battlefield, though beaten by Ken and 
again by Oil Capitol, is looking his best. 
showing only slight traces of temperament. 
He might have loafed when Ken whipped 
him, but there was no stopping Oil Capitol 
when that gray horse came from Okee- 
chobee, or so it seemed, to beat him in 
the Palm Beach Handicap. at seven fur- 
longs. 

Whirlaway and Stymie, among others, 
were noted for making sensational rallies 
when they were at peak form. But we never 
saw a horse close so much ground in so 
short a distance as Oil Capitol. When 
Conn McCreary brought him from 14th 
place, leaving the three-furlong pole. it 
was as if a gray jet job swished as fast 
as the speed of sound. What helped Oil 
Capitol beat Battlefield was his light im- 
post—107 pounds—against 123 for the 
Widener horse. It will be interesting to 
note how Oil Capitol handles the extra 
weight in the McLennan. 


MUD RUNNERS. Hal Price Headley, 
master of Beaumont Farm, might have a 
worthy candidate for the Flamingo in 
King Pin, homebred son of Menow—Se- 


lenga, by Jamestown. If the track should 
be muddy on Flamingo Day, February 28, 
the colt could prove even tougher to 
whip, for he gave ample evidence of his 
partiality to that kind of going by splash. 
ing to a decisive triumph in a section of 
the Bahamas Handicap on the week-end, 
It was King Pin’s first stakes victory. 


The track was frightfully muddy. but 
King Pin sailed through it with ease. and 
pulled away by three lengths over Mrs, 
T. M. Daniel’s Ace Destroyer. while a 
dozen other 3-year-olds finished farther 
back in this test for Flamingo hopefuls. 

King Pin had run twice before at the 
meeting, finishing fifth to Brookmeade’s 
First Aid and subsequently placing to Top 
That. Last year he was a useful horse, 
meeting all of the best ones. including Na- 
tive Dancer. He won three of 10 starts 
and $19,925 in 1952. His Bahamas score 
netted $14,350. 

The writer thought W. A. Edgar’s Prince 
Dare, third to King Pin and Ace Destroy- 
er, Tran a particularly good race in the 
Bahamas. He bolted at the half-mile pole 
when half blinded by clods of flying mud. 


The second division of the Bahamas, 
also at seven furlongs. was taken by the 
Brookmeade Stable’s First Aid, which ran 
faster than King Pin, stepping the distance 
in 1:2625. King Pin was caught in 1:2714, 
First Aid, another three-star mudder, came 
off the pace under Ira Hanford and wore 
down Slim inside the sixteenth pole, while 
Dr. Stanley. under only 104 pounds, was 
third, after a slow beginning. Straight 
Face, Greentree’s Derby-Flamingo candi- 
date, was taken out of this section of the 
Bahamas because of the bad track. 


Oddly, First Aid, a highly improved 
gelded son of *Bernborough—Humane, 
was not nominated for the Flamingo, The 
Brookmeade board of strategy held him 
in light esteem as a 2-year-old, when he 
won one of three starts. But he has been 
stepping up steadily this winter, perform- 
ing as if he possesses a touch of quality. 
Prior to the Bahamas, First Aid had won 
a section of the Hibiscus, and an overnight 
race at Tropical.

Bluegrass classic. This method of prepping 
was not unique among the trainers of the 
Thoroughbreds. The great Hermis was 
similarly prepped by Alex Shields in his 
racing days. One of the sights of Bound 
Brook, N. J., in those days was seeing 
Hermis pulling the gargantuan Shields 
through snowdrifts in a sleigh. 


Many good racers spent their last days 
between shafts. The gallant Banquet spent 
his last days pulling a hansom cab 
around the streets of London. Grapple. 
winner of the Metropolitan at Belmont, 
ended his racing days by pulling a delivery 
cart around Sheepshead Bay. 

Obviously this method of prepping put 
Alan-a-Dale in condition. He won the 
Kentucky Derby of 1902 by a nose, with 
the great colored jockey Jim Winkfield up. 
Inventor was second, and half a length 
behind was Alan-a-Dale’s stablemate The 
Rival. The favorite Abe Frank was an- 
other neck away, and the whole field could 
have been covered by a good sized blanket 
at the finish. Alan-a-Dale went lame in the 
last eighth, and could hardly make it back 
to the judges’ stand. This was the colt’s 
last race for this season. 

Most of 1903 was spent in patching up 
Alan-a-Dale with some brief runnings. He 
was now being ridden by a devil-may-care 
westerner, Dick Crowhurst. Crowhurst 
rode Alan-a-Dale as a 4-year-old when he

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NEW TRACK PROPOSED 


Plans for the construction of a race 
track at Hancock. Mass., about ten miles 
west of Dittsfield, have been announced by 
Eddie Mack, public relations director at 
Lincoln Downs. At a news conference 
recently, Mr. Mack announced the forma- 
tion of the Berkshire Jockey Club, with 
himself as treasurer and executive director. 
Application will be made to the Massa- 
chusetts State Racing Commission for a 
license to conduct 30 days of racing be- 
ginning May 29, 1954. 

The track would be located in Hancock 
Township, and would be known as Han- 
cock Downs. The town meeting is to vote 
on the proposed track in February. When 
last considered. the proposal was defeated 
by 80-79. If built. the track would be a 
five-furlong oval. 


NEW YORK REPORT 


The annual report of the New York 
State Racing Commission notes that purse 
distribution at the State’s race tracks 
reeched an all-time high in 1952 with 
$9.155.699 going to the horsemen. This 
figure is 10 per cent higher than the purse 
distribution of the preceding year. 

The State of New York received a rev- 
enue of $25.528.849 from Thoroughbred 
racing of 1952. which is an increase of 
10.5 per cent above 1951, according to the 
report. For the third consecutive year both 


wagering and attendance at New York 
racing increased. Wagering at Thorough- 
bred tracks. upped 10.6 per cent over the 
previous year, totaled $382,131,856. A 
gain of 3.6 per cent above 1951 brought 
ihe attendance figure to 4.545.331 in 1952. 

The leading money-winning owner in 
the State’s 1952 racing was Alfred G. Van- 
derbilt. whose Native Dancer accounted 
for $233.995 of the $487,640 won by his 
owner's stable. For the tenth straight year 
Hirsch Jacobs was the leading trainer ac- 
cording to the number of winners. He had 
58 winners from 399 starts. Ted Atkinson 
topped the list of jockeys both in number 
of races won and the amount of purses 
won. His 164 winners from 1.032 mounts 
earned $999,252. 


CHALLENGE 


After having nine nemes turned down. 
Arthur W. Abbott sent a list ef 30 more 
names to The Jockey Club with a request 
that someone in the office choose a name 
for the 2-year-old brother to Blue Man. 
The name selected was Blue Master. The 
colt is expected to make his first start at 
Hialeah Park this winter. 


CONNECTICUT RACE BILL 


A bill was to be introduced into the 
Connecticut General Assembly this week 
to legalize pari-mutuel betting on horse 
races. The measure would allow one track 


each in the counties of Fairfield and Hart- 
ford. There would be no limit on the 
number of harness tracks. The bill was 
to be introduced by Representative Mor- 
ris Brown, who said he would offer it as 
an alternative to a proposed increase in 
the State sales tax. Bills proposing to 
legalize betting in Connecticut have been 
introduced without success at every ses- 
sion of the Assembly in recent years, 
Such a bill was passed in 1935, but was 
vetoed by the governor. 


CUT & IN 


Gov. Sid MeMath. of Arkansas, has ap- 
pointed eight new members to the ten- 
man Arkansas State Racing Commission, 
Seven of the previous members were dis- 
missed last menth by the governor, and 
the other vacaney resulted from death, 
Governor MeMath dismissed the seven be- 
cause they favored the construction of a 
new race track in St. Francis County: he 
is op] osed to it. 


Portland Meadows has been assigned 50 
racing nights in 1953 between July 13 
and September 26 by the Oregon Racing 
Commission. William P. Kyne. general 
manager of the track. announced that 
Portland Meadows would offer for that 
meeting the highest purses ever distribu- 
ted by the track.

Veteran trainers are fully aware of this, and many will 
quote the old saying. “The best place to fire a lame horse is 
where the saddle sits.” This means that rest alone will do more 
toward restoring soundness than a superficial blister or cautery 
treatment followed by an early return to training. 

From a practical standpoint. we have no other treatment 
that will provide a like reaction in the same time; that is, such 
treatment will speed up tissue repair processes. A relatively 
short time is required for actual treatment. and once this has 
been completed the horse can be turned out and requires little 
specia! attention. 

Severe counter-irritant treatment is rightfully questioned 
from a humane point of view. It is greatly overdone, a situation 
difficult to control. Perhaps its long usage forms its strongest 
defense. 

Some interesting work with micro-wave therapy gives hope 
that such treatment may be substituted to some degree for 
firing or blistering. It has the advantage of deep, controlled 
penetration with the production of heat within the tissues, and 
at the same time it is absolutely free from pain. However, it 
also has the disadvantage of requiring long periods of treatment 
and equipment that is not generally available to most horses 
needing such treatment. Experimental x-ray therapy poses the 
same situation. A practical and efficient treatment of this 
nature would certainly be a tremendous contribution, not only 
to the owners and trainers of race horses, but especially to the 


horses themselves.

Santa Anita that Mr. Luellwitz was de- 
termined to keep the colt in California. 


“He turned down an offer from Paddy 
Prendergast to stand *Windy City II in 
Ireland for the highest stud fee ever ad- 
vertised there, and he has refused three 
offers from Kentucky breeders,” Dr. Miller 
said. “It’s a matter of pride with Mr. 
Luellwitz.” Dr. Miiler added. “He feels 
that too many of our top horses are leaving 
the State now.” 


Dr. Miller. who is president of the 
California Thoroughbred Breeders Asso- 
ciation, feels that *Windy City II will 
have a better chance in California. At 
least, he said he feels that way. “There are 
so many good horses in Kentucky now. it 
is hard to make a sire there.” Dr. Miller 
said. “*Windy City II will have the pick 
of the crop in California.” Actually, Dr. 
Miller, who bred the Kentucky Derby win- 
ner, Count Turf, keeps all of his best mares 
in Kentucky, and presumably it will take 
him some time to rotate them to California 


to breed to *Windy City II. 


One of the mares out this way now 
which he intends breeding to *Windy City 
II is Polyxena, by *Priam II out of Reigh 
Grey, Count Fleet’s sister. Another is 
Candy Kane, a Bargello mare which won 
a homebred stakes a few years ago. 


WHICH °UN? One of the more popular 
pastimes out this way is trying to guess 
which 3-year-old in the barn is really Cal- 
umet Farm’s “Derby colt”’—the one Ben 
and Jimmy Jones like for the Santa Anita 
Derby. the Kentucky Derby. and_ other 
rich specials. 

One columnist started off with Conjure, 
was torn toward Chanlea. then revised his 
selections completely to back Breeze By. 
It makes interesting reading. at that. be- 
cause everyone is certain Calumet Farm 
will have a topnotch contender in every 
Derby; they almost always do. The only 
thing no one can figure out for sure yet is 
which colt is the best. and there is just 
the chance that Ben and Jimmy, as smart 
as they are. might be a bit perplexed too. 

Chanlea, a stakes winner at Del Mar 
and Santa Anita. has looked both good 
and so-so. He’s a long-striding colt and 
will probably always be at some disad- 
vantage in a large field. Breeze By has 
speed, but appears erratic. and Ben and 
Jimmy agree “he’s never shown us any- 
thing yet to indicate he’s a good horse.” 
Conjure might be the prize of them all. A 
full brother to Mark-Ye-Well. he’s an 
oversize colt that was given plenty of time 
to develop. They are just beginning to 
train him now. 

Folks always suspect of Calumet Farm 
that no matter how good the one on the 
track may be they always have a “better 
one in the barn.” We'll know soon now 
if that description fits Conjure. 


CORRECTION. Kent Cochran, the Turf 
chronicler, wants to set readers of THE 
Bioop-HorseE straight on a recent story 
regarding the late Norman W. Church. 
Kent points out Mr. Church never owned 
Mira Monte Stock Farm; he leased it 
from the estate of the late Dr. Harry J. 
Macomber. Later he bought a prune or- 
chard. pulled the trees and built Northway 
Stud a few miles southwest of Mira Monte. 

A few years ago Mira Monte was sold 
by the Macomber Estate to Santa Clara 
County. and is now used as the county fair 
erounds.

horses and I say that most of us are not in 
a financial position to take advantage of 
it. But all of us are in a position to use 
a formula which would show us what 
mares we have that we should eliminate, 
and by that I do not mean by selling them 
or passing them along. Give us that, Joe, 
if you possibly can. We need it! 

“Emphasize for us again and again and 
demonstrate by any mathematical means 
the utter economic waste of breeding year- 
lings which sell below the cost of pro- 
duction. Have you or has anyone else as 
yet compiled any statistics on the likeli- 
hood, or rather, unlikelihood of buying 
a yearling at a sale below its cost of pro- 
duction and having it turn out a good in- 
vestment under present-day training costs? 
I know about Alsab, but imagine he is a 
rare exception.” 

This is a challenging letter, and at the 
moment I cannot accept the challenge. I 
can only add a few points of clarification 
and explanation. 

1) The impact of a few figures on the 
Thoroughbred breeding industry as a 
whole has been slightly overestimated—a 
thoroughly proper rhetorical technique, 
with the very articulate Wack tongue 
tucked into the Wack cheek. 

2) There was no intention—it was spe- 
cifically disclaimed—to advocate racing 
class as the sole basis for the selection of 


broodmares. It was presented only as the 
best basis. There is no quarrel with the 
proposition that breeders must investigate 
the breeding potential of many mares, re. 
gardless of class. 


3) The statistical inquiries suggested 
will be made, in part, at least. But don't 
hold your breath in the meantime. There 
is almost no probability of finding a group, 
pre-selected by any other standards, which 
will match the progeny records of the top 
race mares. 

4) In retrospect it is easy to find many 
mares which, for one reason or another, 
failed to gain distinction on the race track 
and did gain distinction in the stud, I 
have never seen any set of standards by 
which such mares could be selected in 
advance, before their merit was revealed by 
their progeny. I shall be glad to enter 
the competition for the Wack Trophy 
with any opponent’ who will choose his 
list of mares before they have produced 
foals. 

These are perhaps over-solemn declara- 
tions in answer to a series of playful, but 
nevertheless purposeful, thrusts. The man 
says. for instance, “let us have our nicks” 
—as if somebody sometime might take 
them away. A trainload of evidence would 
not shake the faith of a true believer in 
nicks. They are as safe, and as barren, as 
Mount Everest. At any rate, I have better 
uses for my fingernails than trying to 
claw down a mountain.

In 1950 Calumet Farm sent out Ponder and Two 
Lea to take first and second money in the Santa 
Anita Maturity, and in 1953 the finish of that race 
looked familiar as Mark-Ye-Well and his stablemate 
Fleet Bird raced one-two under the wire. As 
Ponder had in Calumet’s other Santa Anita Ma- 
turity, Mark-Ye-Well was carrying the top impost 
of 126 pounds. Mark-Ye-Well did not have a 
counterpart to the pace-setting Two Lea, however, 
as he took the lead while going into the far turn 
under restraint and coasted to the wire in front. 
The lightly-weighted Fleet Bird cut down most of 
Mark-Ye-Well’s wide margin when the winner was 
being eased in the last sixteenth, and he finished 
less than a length behind. After forcing the pace 
throughout the race, Happy Go Lucky was a half- 
length behind Fleet Bird and five lengths in front 
of the remainder of the field, 

The $85,600 first money from the world’s richest 
race for 4-year-olds raised Mark-Ye-Well’s total 
earnings to $369,895, and put him in 27th position 
on the list of leading money winners. He has won 
more than $100,000 in his two races of 1953—his 
first start this year resulted in a victory in the 
San Fernando Stakes. In the 1'4-mile Santa Anita 
Maturity, he was giving 14 pounds to Fleet Bird, 
and 12 pounds to Happy Go Lucky, which had been 
flown from New Orleans for the race. Roaring Bull, 
another flying commuter to the race (he came 
from Florida), took fourth under 114 pounds. 
Mark-Ye-Well has started fewer times (13) than 
any other horse on the list of 50 leading American 
money-winners. 

Mar-Kell, dam of Mark-Ye-Well, produced Cita- 
tion’s first colt foal on January 26, 1952, at Cal- 
umet Farm, Lexington.

Despite heavy rains and a muddy track that 
caused a wholesale reduction in the number of 
starters in Hialeah Park’s Bahamas Handicap, 
enough 3-year-olds were gathered to try for the 
race’s $15,000 added money to make it necessary 
to run the event in two divisions. King Pin scored 
in the first section, which was the slower but 
richer of the two. 

Five horses, including the winner, fought for the 
lead along the backstretch with King Pin and Off 
the Record pulling ahead around the turn. In the 
stretch, King Pin opened up to a three-length win, 
and Off the Record faded to last place. Prince Dare 
made up a lot of ground on the rail at the turn, 
and came within a neck of taking second money 
from the favored Ace Destroyer. Highweight in his 
division at 118 pounds, Ace Destroyer was giving 
five pounds to the winner and seven pounds to 
Prince Dare. 

King Pin wes foaled March 27, 1950, at Hal 
Price Headley’s Beaumont Farm, Lexington, and 
has done his racing under Mr. Headley’s navy 
blue and white colors. In ten starts as a 2-year-old 
of 1952, the son of Menow won three races, was 
second in the Primer Stakes, and was third in the 
Washington Park Futurity and the colt division of 
the National Stallion Stakes.

In the second division of Hialeah Park’s Bahamas 
Handicap, four of the 3-year-olds were scratched so 
that only ten contested the seven-furlong race over 
a muddy track. This meant that the winner, First 
Aid, received only $13,750 instead of $14,350, as 
King Pin had from the first division, which had 
14 starters. Among the scratches was Straight Face, 
which was to have made his debut for the year 
under top impost of 126 pounds. 

First Aid came up from the middle of the field 
to gradually wear down the pace-setting Slim in 
the final furlong. Slim, which finished a half-length 
behind the winner, was more than a length in front 
of the third-place Dr. Stanley, Slim was giving 
two pounds to First Aid and six pounds to Dr. 
Stanley. Though the Bahamas Handicap is gener- 
ally used as a preparatory race for the Flamingo 
Stakes, which will be run this year on February 
28 for added money of $100,000, neither First Aid 
nor Dr. Stanley have been nominated for that 
event. 

A $3,800 Keeneland sales yearling, First Aid 
has earned $31,837—mainly through wins in the 
second division of both the Hibiscus Stakes and 
the Bahamas Handicap. Pedigree and family notes 
for the son of *Bernborough were published in THE 
BLoop-Horse of January 31, page 255.

Summary of 1952: 


The Year’s Best 


France, by Godolphin Darley 


Paris 

Last year’s racing was not a spectacular 
one for French horses in the international 
field. but the season began well when the 
French-bred-and-trained Thunderhead, by 
Merry Boy, and owned by M. Eugene Con- 
stant. walked away with the Two Thousand 
Guineas at Newmarket. 

In the same week M. Maurice Hen- 
nessy's filly La Mirambule. by Coaraze, 
was a good second in the One Thousand 
Guineas. Because of the quick start and 
because of the previous successful raids 
on British home territory, French con- 
tenders were early favorites for the Derby 
at Epsom, 

However, the tables were turned, and 
it was Tulyar, and Tulyar, and again Tul- 
yar, in the Derby, the King George VI 
and Queen Elizabeth Stakes, and the 
Leger. in which French horses could do 
no better than finish third each time, 
respectively through M. Francois Dupre’s 
Faubourg, by Vatellor, Mr. R. B. Strass- 
burger’s Worden, by Wild Risk, and M. 
Marcel Boussac’s Alcinus, by Pharis. 

Once again the Aga Khan’s colours were 
victorious in the Prix de l’Arc de Triom- 
phe, in the fall at Longchamp, when his 
Nuccio, by Traghetto, collected the richest 
purse in Europe. So the international hon- 
ours which had fallen to M. Boussac in 
1951 were lifted in 1952 by the Aga 
Khan who totaled in England, Ireland, and 
France altogether over $400,000, the high- 
est amount even attained in racing in 
Europe. 

However, when meditating on the Aga 
Khan’s wonderful racing achievements in 
the last twenty-five years, we believe it 
fair to remember that besides the five 
studs he owns in Ireland there are now 
four in France belonging to his son Aly 
Khan, and that the mares move incessantly 
from one country to the other. Also, that 
his head adviser, Madame Vuillier, has 
her headquarters at Marly-la-Ville near 
Chantilly. 


The Aga Khan’s personal understanding | 


of horses and breeding and a French 
theory of breeding are together respon- 
sible for his great success in the racing 
world. The theory is known as the “dosage 
system” and was developed by the Colonel 
Vuillier whose widow has so masterfully 
continued his task. There is, therefore, at 
least something French in the Aga Khan’s 
breed of race horses. 

The other giant of European racing, M. 


Boussac, owes his own success of course 


to French theories of selecting; these are |

Frencii breed by the way they force the 


breeders’ aim: speed developed out of 
stamina. 

It has been masterfully outlined in the 
columns of THe Bioop-Horse that track- 
proven quality is a necessity in breeding. 
But with this principle as a certain back- 
ground what has the breeder to do if he 
wishes his mares to throw good winners 
but also wishes to build up a reliable 
stock of future sires and mares, i. e., a per- 
sonal breed and a great name? 

This has been answered by leading 
breeders in different ways all over the 
world. Yet in Europe we find with both 
giants of the Turf. the Aga Khan and M. 
Boussac, French methods and ideas in 
strong position. We may complete the 
picture by adding that M. Boussac has 
given up his experiment of training some 
of his stock in England. whereas a fair 
part of the Aga Khan’s crop of 2-year-olds 
was trained last season at Chantilly. with 
results sufficient to expect that at least 
one of his Epsom contenders, the now 
3-vear-old Shikampur. by the Bois Rous- 
sel sire Tehran, will be started there as 
“trained in France.” 

For France only, M. Boussac headed 
last season’s list both as owner and breed- 
er. He was followed on the owners’ list 
by the Aga Khan. Baron de Rothschild. 
M. Martinez de Hoz. Madame Volterra, M. 


Duboseq. and Mr. R. B. Strassburger. Next 
most successful breeders were the Roths- 
child studs. then M. Maurice Hennessy, 
Mr. R. B. Strassburger, and M. Martinez 
de Hoz. 

The top 3-year-old colt was M. Boussac s 
Auriban, by Pharis. which despite losing 
some twenty lengths at the break, made 
the French Derby field (Prix du Jockey- 
Club) look like hacks at the finish. This 
outstanding colt did not quite live up to 
his own standard in the Grand Prix de 
Paris. where he finished second to M. Mar- 
tinez de Hoz’ Orfeo, by Fair Copy. Later 
on Auriban developed leg trouble and 
was not seen again on a track, though 
there are high hopes he will be started 
next season and will run against Tulyar. 

The best 3-year-old in the fall was a 
filly. La Mirambule. which fact does not 
allow too much consideration for the colts. 
but one, Showing at last her true form. La 
Mirambule picked up the Prix Vermeille. 
countercheck of the Oaks. in a canter and 
ran second to Nuccio in the great event 
for 3-year-olds and upward. the Prix de 
de Triomphe. 

Speed was the dominant characteristic 
of Baron de Rothschild’s Guersant, by 
Bubbles. Beating Thunderhead. back with 
his laurels. Two Thousand Guineas, in 
the French equivalent of that classic, the 
Poule d’Essai des Poulains. Guersant also 
broke the record over a mile at Long- 
champ. Later he again lowered the time 
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to the present record of 1:3715 for 1600 
meters on turf (from a standing start). 


The Poule d’Essai des Pouliches, or 
French One Thousand Guineas, went to M. 
Courtois’ Pomare, by Eble, the only 
conqueror of *Windy City II as a 2-year- 
old. In good style Mr. R. B. Strassburger’s 
Seria, by his own sire Norseman, headed 
La Mirambule for victory in the Prix de 
Diane. or French Oaks. The same Amer- 
ican sportsman also owns the colt Worden, 
by Wild Risk. Unlucky in the Epsom 
Derby, Worden finished a good third to 
Tulyar and Gay Time at Ascot. He missed 
the St. Leger because of lameness and 
wound up the season with an easy win at 
Rome in the Gran Premio. Worden was 
to compete at Laurel in the international 
event. but was missed by the plane. 


The Prix Royal Oak. or French Leger, 
went to M. Paul Duboscq’s Feu du Diable, 
by Mieuxce. 


The older group. 4-year-olds and up, 
were dominated in the spring by M. Alec 
Weissweiller’s 4-year-old Mat de Cocagne, 
by Birikil. which won four big races in 
a row, including the Prix Ganay at 1144 
miles and the Prix du Cadran, or French 
Gold Cup. at 24% miles.

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(about $7,000), an impressive sum for a 
2-year-old. It will not be surprising if, as 
a 3-year-old, he is found to lack distance- 
running ability; few of the offspring of 
Aldis Lamp have shown stamina.
